WASHINGTON".—(By the Associated Press.)—Announce- 


ment by British spokesmen thai France has asked before the naval 
sub-coin mil lee ol" fifleen for authority in agreement with the oth- 
er four naval powers to build ten 35,000 ton capital ships struck 
arms conference circles Friday with stunning force.

American battleship Maryland, would give France a capital ship tonnage 
of P.50,000 as against .'ila.OOO for Japan and .1 preponderance of new "post- 
JuLland" type craft over all nations.
